Achieving  compliance  will  continue  to  play  a  major  role  in  the  ministry's 
day-to-day  operations.  However,  over  the  next  three  years  there  will  be  a 
new  emphasis  on  encouraging  and  helping  communities  and  companies 
to  adopt  voluntarily  good  environmental  practices  beyond  regulatory 
requirements.  This  is  in  line  with  a  global  trend  among  governments  to 
use  a  more  flexible  mix  of  policy  tools  for  achieving  environmental  goals. 

It  means  that  we  will  reach  out  more  to  companies  and  communities  that 
can  benefit  from  our  extensive  expertise  in  environmental  management. 
This  includes,  for  instance,  providing  guidance  on  watershed  plans  as  a 
way  to  conserve  water.  As  well,  we  will  enter  into  performance  contracts 
with  industry  sectors  to  achieve  measurable  targets.   We  will  encourage 
continuous  improvement  and  self-assessment.  We  will  help  to  identify  cost 
savings  or  product  improvements  that  can  flow  from  environmentally 
sound  practices. 

At  the  same  time,  some  existing  regulatory  requirements  are  being 
updated  to  focus  more  on  performance  outcomes  than  on  the  means  by 
which  those  outcomes  are  achieved.  By  making  our  regulations  more 
efficient  and  effective  we  will  strengthen  our  ability  to  protect  the 
environment.

The  ministry,  in  partnership  with  municipalities,  industry  and  the  public,  has  made 
progress  toward  achieving  its  environment  and  energy  goals: 

■  15  per  cent  less  emissions  of  nitrogen  oxides  and  4  per  cent  less  volatile  organic 
compounds,  contaminants  which  contribute  to  smog.  (Nevertheless,  smog  levels 
overall  are  getting  worse  because  there  are  more  vehicles  on  the  road  and 
because  we  make  and  use  more  products  that  pollute  the  air.  About  50  per  cent 
of  Ontario's  smog  drifts  in  from  the  United  States.) 

■  90  per  cent  of  effluents  discharged  directly  by  Ontario  industries  to  surface  water 
are  non-lethal  to  fish. 

■  88  per  cent  of  municipal  sewage  works,  and  99  per  cent  of  municipal  water 
treatment  plants  are  in  compliance. 

■  12  per  cent  of  beneficial  uses  (such  as  swimming,  fishing)  identified  in  the  17 
"areas  of  concern"  in  the  Great  Lakes  have  been  restored  with  one  area 
(Collingwood  Harbour)  fully  restored  so  far. 

■  186,000  fewer  tonnes  of  toxic  substances  and  wastes  are  being  generated  by 
industries  participating  in  the  ministry's   voluntary  pollution  prevention 
partnerships  and  the  Pollution  Prevention  Pledge  Program. 

■  42  per  cent  of  high  level  polychlorinated  biphenyls  (PCBs)  in  service  have  been 
decommissioned;    and  of  those  in  storage:    7  per  cent  high  level  PCBs  and  15 
per  cent  low  level  PCBs  have  been  destroyed  since  1995. 

■  240  Ontario  companies  have  signed  on  the  Voluntary  Challenge  Registry  to 
reduce  carbon  dioxide  emissions.

■  1 1  per  cent  reduction  in  Ontario's  energy  use  per  dollar  of  Gross  Provincial 
Product.  (This  is  an  important  measure  of  how  efficiently  we  use  energy).

1997-98  COMMITMENTS 


The  ministry  is  working  with  industry  and  other  groups  on  environmental 
stewardship  activities  such  as  the  Voluntary  Challenge  and  Registry  program  to 
reduce  carbon  dioxide  emissions  and  contribute  to  climate  change 
commitments.   The  ministry  will  increase  registration  of  companies  in  this 
program  by  25%. 

Building  on  past  successes  with  3Rs  activities,  the  mmistn/  is  now  developing 
new  mechanisms  (such  as  biosolids  utilization)  to  decrease  the  amount  of  non- 
hazardous  waste  going  to  disposal. 


A  new  funding  program  will  help  eligible  municipalities  to  upgrade  their  water 
and  sewage  plants. 

The  ministry  is  working  with  Ontario  companies  in  the  business  of 
environmental  protection  to  develop  new  technologies  and  expand  business.  A 
survey  will  be  undertaken  to  initiate  a  five-year  profile  of  this  industn/  sector.

To  ensure  ongoing  competitiveness  of  electricity  in  Ontario  and  job  creation,  the 
ministry  is  developing  a  strategy  in  response  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Competition  in  Ontario's  Electricity  System  and  the 
extensive  follow  up  consultations  with  a  broad  range  of  stakeholders. 

We  will  ensure  that  the  five-year  freeze  on  average  electricity  rates  is 
maintained. 

Similarly,  to  help  protect  the  interests  of  Ontario  consumers,  the  ministn/  will 
intervene,  if  necessary,  in  National  Energy  Board  hearings  on  natural  gas  supply 
and  delivery.
